HE firft Edition of St. Ireneu’s Works was pub- 

’ lith’d by Erafmus at Bafl in 1526. Though he 

- confulred three Manufcripts , it is fo imperfe&, 
that Father Maffuct obferves there are many Paflages in it 
wholly unintelligible. The Second Edition was procured 
by Nicolas Gabafius, a Divine of Geneva, in the Year 1570. 
As for what concerns the Text, it ony oes from that 
of Erafmus by the new Summaries prefixed to each Chap- 
ter, and fome Additions taken from Sc. Epipianinue. Ac- 
cording to Father Meffuet, the chief Defign of that Edi. 
cor, in his Notes, was to fhew that St. benew was a Gal- 
vinift. ‘Jobu James Grynaus put out the third Edicion at 
Baflinis71. He wrongly inferted the Veriion of Gor- 
narius in the roomof the Ancient Verfion of the firft 
Chapters of the firft Book mention’d by St. Epipbanins ; 
arid keeping to the fame Divifion of the Text , he added 
new Summaries to the Chapters. Thofe Editions are ve- 
ry imperfe& , if compared with that of Fraweu Femardems 
tins, a Francifcan Monk ; efpecially that which was pub- 
lith’d at Gologne in. 1596. For the new Editor obferves, 


that the Edition which was printed for Nivelle in 1595, 
and 1576. was not wholly free from the Faults of the 
former. 

In the Edition of Cologne, and thofe of Paris that were 
made from it, the Texe was reftored in-many Places, 
with the help of two Ancient Manufcripts ; and the five 
laft Chapters of the fifth Book were inferted in thofe‘Edi. 
tions the firft time, with a Tranflation of many Frag- 
ments of St. Irenaeus, difperfed in other Works. Father 
Maffwet, having commended the Edition of Feuardentius, 
obierves that the Notes of that Monk are too long, and 
too full of Foreign +Matters ; that he has not been always 
fuccefsfal, either in reftoring, or explaining the Text ; 
and laftly, chat he does not make the reading of his Au- 
thor fo eafy as he might have done, The Oxford Edition 
publifh'd in 1702,for which the Publick is indebted coDr. 
Grade, is far better than all thofe that have been mienti- 
on’d ; buc Father Maffuer pretends it is imperfeé in feve- 
ral Refpeéts. Dr. Grade, fays he, has put into the Margin 
feveral true Readings , and left many Faults in the Text. 
He difcovers fo great a % Partiality in his Notes, that one 
may eafily perceive he rather defign’d to fhew that St. 7r}- 
naus agrees With che Church of England, than to give ws 
an exact Edition of the Works of that Father. The new 
Editor adds, that moft of his Notes, like thofé of Fenar- 
dentius, are too long and tedious, and of hitele ufe to un- 
kg the Text. He charges Dr. Grabe with fome other 

aults. 

The Defign of Father Mafuet , inthis Edition , was 
s. To print theText as correctly as it was poflible. 2. To 
clear it. 3. To fave, as muchas he could , the labour of 
his Readers. The MSS. whith Feuardentius and Dr. Grabe 
made ufe of, the various Readings whereof are to be feen 
in their Mtitices, yas three —_ MSS. one of Clershort- 
College, another belonging to thie Dominicans in St. Ho- 
ord Sate, and a third f the Libraty. of Cardinal Ottobe- 
ni, enabled Father Mafiuér to petform the firft thing he in- 
tended todo. He explains, in his Notes, the culties 
of the Text, which are very numerous, beeaufe Sr. Ire. 
nan confutes feveral Heretitks, whofe Syitém and Lan- 

vage Were extremely obfcure. Three Diflerrations, pre-

One of thofe a 
racles confifted in changing white Wine into red \ in 
through a facrilegious Coniecration The Editor proceeds 
to give an Account of Valentinus's Mafters, beginning 
with Simo Magu, the Father of all the Hereticks , as St. 
Irenaus callshim. In the next place, he difcourfes of Me- 
nander, Saturninus, Bafilides, Carpocrates, Cerinthus, the E- 
bionites, the Nicolaites, Cerdon, and Marcion : And then he 
makes feveral Reflexions upon the different Seéts of the 
Gnofticks, and particularly upon the Ophites, Sethians, and 
painites. 
The Second Differtation contains the Life of St. Tre 
meus. Father Maffwet thinks he was born about the Year 
140. under the Reign of Antoninus Pivs, and undertakes to 
prove at large againit Mr. Dedwel, that he died a Martyr. 
He mentions what concerns his Perfon, and givesa Noti- 
on of his Works: That Ancient Father compofed his 
Five Books againft Herefies, under the Pontificate of E- 
jeatheras and Willer. The Greek Original is loft , and we 
have only a Latin Tranflationof it. The Author of that 
Verfion isnot known ; but though it be never fo imper- 
fect, it is almoft as ancient as the Text it felf. 
lathe Third Diflertation, Father Maffuet explains the 
Do&rine of Se. drenaus with great clearnefs. His Expo- 
fition confifts of feveral Articles, wherein he fhews the 
Sentiments of tliat Fatherconcerning the holy Scripture, 
Traditien, the Church of Rome, the Myfteries of the Tri- 
nity and Incarnation, the Sacraments, Original Sin, Grace, 
the Nature of the Soul, and its State after its Separation 
‘om the Body: ¢ = 
ethene are o the end of the Five Books of St. Irenaeus 
feveral Fragmentsof his other Works, and a very curious 
‘Colle&tion of thofe of tlre Gnofficks that could be found. 
Next to this Colle&tion, the Readers will find two Diétio- 
naries and a Table. Ihe firft Di€tionary contains the 
Greek Words, and the other, the Latin Words, which 
wanted to be explain’d. The # Prefaces and Obfervati- 
ons of all thofe, who have hitherto publifh’d new Editi- 
ons of Sc. enaus, have been inferted at the end of this 
great Work.

tural Philofophy, to know whether the Periods of the 
Flux and Reflux have any Relation with the Motion of 
the Moon, and are fuiceptible of fome Rules ; the 
Count de Pontchartrain order'd the Profeffors of Hydro. 
graphy co obferve for gnc time the Flux and Reflux of 
the Sea, ° 

M. Baert and M. du Bocage made feveral Obfervations, 


above a Year, with all poflible Care and Exadtnefs; the

-firft at Dunkirk, and the Second at Havre de Grace, They 
drew up a Journal of their Obfervations , and fent it to 


the Academy of Sciences. The Academy , having exa. 
min’d thofe Obfervations., has foynd more exa&t Rules 
than thofe we have had hitherto » to —oa thofe 
‘TwoPorts the Hour of High Water, and the Days of 
Great and Small Tides. 

Tis well known that the Sea ebbs and flows twice 
every Day ; that tis High Water when the Sea ceafes to 
flow, and Low Water when it ceafes to ebb. There is a 
great Tide, when the Sea rifes higher than ufually; and 
a {mall’Tide, when its Height is not fo confiderable. 

‘Tis alfo. commonly fuppofed , that upon a Day of a 
new and full Moon, ’tis High Water in the fame Pore ar 
the fame Hour of the Day ; and in feveral Ports at feve. 
ral Hours of the Day. This we had an Opportunity to 
verify at Dunkirk , and Havre de Grace; and we have 
found , that upon a Day of a new and full Moon, it was 
High Water at Dunkirk about Noon, and at Havre deGrace 
about half an hour after Nine. However ,.the Time of 
High'Water in thofe Two Ports does not happen, upon 
every new and full Moon, exactly at the fame Hour and 
Minuté of the Day ; bur; frequently, feveral. Minutes 
fooner or Jater: So that we have been obliged to fix a 
middle Time of High Water , upon a. new and full 
Moon, which has been determin’d at Dunkirk at 11h. 
$4_¢m. and at Havre de Grace at 9 h. 26 m. in the 
Morning. , 

The Variation of the Time of the Tides, vpon anew 
and full Moon , feems partly to proceed from the Situa- 
tion and Strength of the Winds , and the Difpofition of 
the Shores and Channelhof the Sea ; which ‘may contri- 
bute to accelerate or retard the Motion of the Sea, and to 
raife’iteto a greater Height than what it has naturally, or 
to prefs and bring down its Waters below its. Natural 
State. But among thofe Caufes, which it would be diffi- 
cult to bring to any exa&t Rules, we afcribe this Effect, 
at leaft in_part, to the Hour of the new or full’ Moon, 
which may happen in the Morning or in the Evening. 

When a full Moon happens, tor inftance: at Dunkirk, 
about Noon, then the Hour of the full Moon falls in with 
the Hour of High Water, which has been determined 
above at 11 h. 54 m. and confequently the middle Time 
of High Water does not differ from the true Time. 
But when a full Moon happens in the Morning, the 
Moon is already in its Decreafe about Noon ; and con- 
fequently , if it be fuppofed that the Motion of the 
Tide has {ome Relation with the Phafis of the Moon, the 
Hour of High Water will not come fo foon on that Day. 
On the contrary , when the new Moon happens about 
the Evening , the Moon was in its Increafe at‘the Time 
of High Water ; and confequently there muft be, for 
the fame Reafon, an Acceleration in the time of the Tide. 
This Rule agrees with the Obfervations; fo that they may 
be reconciled, and the Motion of High-Water may be 
known with a fufficient Exaftnefs : for we have obferved, 
that one muft add to the middle Time, determined above, 
Two Minutes for each Hour when the time of a New 
or Full Moon anticipates the Middle Time of High-Wa- 
ter ; and, on the contrary , leave out two Minutes for 
each Hour, for the time when a New or Full Moon re- 
tards with Refpe& to the Middle Time of High-Warer. 
"Tis High-Water on the fame Hour of the Day, not only 

upon a New and Full Moon ; but we have obferved that 
‘us alfo High-Water on the day of each Quarter of the 
Moon, much about the fame Hour , and with almoft the 
fame Variations : So that we have alfo eftablith’d for the 
Day of a Quadrature the middle Time cf High-Water, 
which we have determin’d at Dunkirk at 5 h. 6 m. in the E- 
Vening , and at Havre de Grace at 2 h. go, m. in thé 
Evening. We made ufe of the fame Rules as above to 
find the true Time of High-Water on the day of a Qua- 
drature, having a regard to the Time when the Hour of 
each Quadrature anticipates or retards with Refpec - = 
mi 
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middle Time of a Full Moon determin’d above By the 
Day of the Quadratures. 965 ORE HL, 

The interval between the time of High- Warer,6n the 
Day of a New and Full Moon, and the time ‘of E igh- 
Water on the day of a Quadrature, is of 5 ‘h.12 mar 
Dunkirk, and of § h. 14 m. at Hawre de Grace, that is about 
s h. and a Quarter ; from whence “tis thought thére is i 
thofe two Ports an uniformity in the later coming in of 
the Tides? But whatis moft remarkable, is , That from 
each Quadrature till'a New and Full Moon, the rseardin 
of the Tide*is daily greater than froma New ah oe fi 
Moon tilleach Quad¥ature ; which-happens by a kind of 
Regular Progreflion : So that we have determined the 
daily retarding of the Tide , after a New and Full Moon, 
and each Quadrature; with as much Exa€nefs as couldbe 
expected in a Subje@ of this Nature, liable to Irregula- 
rities. That Progreffion, lately obferved at Dunkirk and 
Havre de Grace, proves as uniform as the Obfervations 
made at Breft and Bayonne in 1679, and 1680. by M. de la 
Hire and M. Puard ; fo that ’tis likely the fame might be 
obferved in all the, Ports of the Ocean. 

The Reafon of that Progreffion may be this, wx 
That the Tides being fmaller about the time. of 
a Quadrature, than about the time of a Full Moon, 
rhe Sea, which grows higher every Day , as the New or 
Bull Moon is nearer, takes up more time to overcome 
the height of the foregoing day: Whereas from the time 
ot a New and Full Moon to the time of the Quadratures, 
the Sea, being preft by itsown weight, goes down with 
greater Swiftnefs, and confequently occaiions greater In- 
tervals between the Tides. / 

Several Authors have obferved, thatthe great Tides do 
not happen on the Day of a New and Full Moon, but 
generally two Days after ; which has been verified by the 
Obfervations made at Dunkirk and Havre de Grace, where 
we have obferved that the fmall Tides do not happen 
neither onthe Day of a Quadrature, but generally Iwo 
Days after. 

As for what concerns the greateft Tides in a Year; 
which moft People fuppofe to be thofe, that happen im- 
mediately after the Equinoxes, and which fome have .en- 
deavoured to account for ; we have found nothing, by 
comparing our Obfervations, that may countenance that 
Opinion; and ‘tis plain ‘enough they don’t follow 
that Rule, at leaft at Dunkirk and Havre de Grace. 
But we have obferved, that in the great Tides, which 
happen after a New and Full Moon, the Sea rifes higher, 
when the Moonis in its Perigee, than when ict is in his 
Apogee. We have alfo obferved that in the {mall Tides, 
which happen after the Quadratures, the Sea rifes higher, 
when the Moon is in its Perigee, than when it is in its 
Apogee: From whence it may be conjeétured, that the 
height of the Tides depends, at leaft in fome Meafure, 
from the various Diftance of the Moon from the Earth. 

Upon thofe Obfervations, we have laid down fome 
Rules to find in thofe two Ports the Time of. High-Wa- 
ter, every day inthe Year , with greater Precifion than 
tras been done hitherto ; and to that end we have drawn 
up a Table, (which will be inferted in thé Book entitl’d, 
La Connoiffance des temps,) wherein every body may {fee 
the retarding of the Tides ¢very two Hours, both after 
a New and Full Moon, and after the Quadratures. 

One may enquire, whether the Rules that fuit with 
Dunkirk and Havre de Grace, may be applied to the other 
Ports of the Ocean, fuppofing one knows in each of thofe 
Ports the middle Time of High-Water on a Day ofa New 
and Full Moon, and ot a Quadrature.
